Do you want to live richly and joyously? 
Do you want to be a radiant, growing, 
healthy human being, a vital, effective representa- 
tive of God on earth? Of course you do! Then it 
will be well worth your while to take the time to 
establish a real purpose in your life. You, and 
only you, can do it. 

The most important element in successful, 
happy living is singleness of purpose. This is true 
in any field, whether it be business, politics, 
human relationships, or spiritual growth. Take 
a close look at the successful, happy men and 
women in your life, and you will find that they 
have one quality in common—purpose. They have 
a goal that they want to attain in life. Their sights 
are trained on an objective to which they are will- 
ing to devote their strength, their thinking, their 
faith, their love, their enthusiasm, their prayers, 
their talents, and their abilities. They gladly give 
up certain pleasures, which may seem highly im- 
portant to others, they will even endure seeming 


‘y' YOU want to be successful and happy? 
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hardships and inconveniences in order to further 
the purpose to which their lives are dedicated. 


A little observation will disclose that failure 
and frustration have a common denominator— 
lack of purpose. The individual who admits fail- 
ure is really saying that he does not have a pur- 
pose big enough to make him willing to keep 
trying, to keep praying, and to keep working to 
overcome whatever obstacles seem to be in the way 
of his success. True purpose does not recognize 
failure as having reality or finality. Reportedly 
when Napoleon was told that it was impossible 
for an army to cross the Alps, he replied, ‘There 
shall be no Alps.” It is indeed true that there 
are no “Alps,” no difficulties of any kind that 
can long block a man or woman with a real pur- 
pose in life. Success or failure is not dependent 
on the number and size of obstacles, but on the 
sincerity and intensity of one’s purpose. Real pur- 
pose calls forth the wisdom, strength, and energy 
needed for its own fulfillment. 


There are countless geniuses buried in the ruts 
of mediocrity simply because they have never 
found a purpose in life that would focus and give 
direction to their talents and abilities. A purpose- 
less life is marked by frustration, indecision, dis- 
order, futility, and chaos. It may well be filled 
with activity, but activity without direction—a 
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ship without a destination, an arrow without a tar- 
get. The purposeless individual is nearly always 
stuck in one of the intersections of life, trying 
desperately to decide which way to go. Since he 
has no clearly defined purpose or goal in life he 
has much difficulty choosing the road to follow. 
To him, no direction or way is really more im- 
portant than any other, because he has no destina- 
tion in mind. He usually remains unhappily in a 
state of indecision until an event, person, or cir- 
cumstance comes along to bump him onto some 
side alley of life, where he remains until some- 
thing else comes along to force him back to an- 
other intersection, another decision. Unless an 
individual has a purpose of his own, he always has 
to make way for the person who does. 

Purpose enables an individual to deal effectively 
with life because it equips him to reach decisions 
and to meet quickly every experience that comes 
to him. Once a purpose is established in one’s 
life, all other things fall in line with it. 

For example, a certain businessman very clear- 
ly defined his purpose for being in business in 
these words: ‘‘My purpose for being in business is 
to make money.” By making this purpose his ob- 
jective, he did make a great deal of money. He 
simply refused to spend any time or effort with 
any product or business association that would 
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not contribute to his purpose. While we all readily 
admit that there are higher purposes than making 
money, the principle worked. 

Another illustration is that of a young man 
who decided that his purpose in life was to be- 
come a doctor. Unlike his companions in school, 
who were undecided whether to become engi- 
neers, professional football players, or actors, 
the doctor-to-be found it relatively easy to out- 
line his schedule of studies. He merely picked out 
the subjects that fitted in with his purpose of be- 
ing a doctor. 

Everyone who is capable of reading these words 
has the ability to live a successful, happy, worth- 
while life. He has the ability to set up for him- 
self a purpose that is big enough to call forth the 
talents and abilities that are within him. Our 
talents and abilities are gifts of God to us, but we 
must make the choice of our purpose in life. 

If you are not satisfied. with your achievements 
in life, if you want to live more deeply and richly, 
take a good look at the purpose that should be 
your life’s foundation. To begin with, ask your- 
self these questions: “Do I have a real purpose 
in life? Does each morning find me eager to 
spring into the day’s activities—inspired and 
strengthened by a purpose that calls forth the 
best in me; does each night find me happy that 
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I made progress toward the high goal of my life?” 
A sincere examination of your answers to these 
questions will reveal a great deal about your pur- 
pose, or lack of purpose, in life. 


Now take another step. Get a pencil and paper 
and write these words: “My purpose in life is . 
Then in a sentence or two try to state clearly what 
your purpose in life is. Be honest with yourself. 
You cannot fool God and you do not want to foo! 
yourself. This can well be the most important step 
you have taken in your life. If you find it difficult 
to outline your purpose in life, do not be dis- 
couraged. Take a segment of your life for a little 
practice. Start out this way: “My purpose for 
this hour is . . .”” Pray about it; ask God to reveal 
your purpose in life. Take your time, but keep at 
it until you have found a definite purpose. (Most 
of us have given more time, effort, and thought 
to the clothes we wear than to our purpose in 
life.) If you are faithful in your efforts, you will 
be amply repaid by the new sense of direction in 
your life. You will find that your thinking and 
your activities are in order and more effective than 
ever before. 

But you are not through yet. You have a more 
important step to take. Make a real study of the 
most purposeful life ever lived—that of Jesus. 
Read the Gospels in the New Testament. Do not 
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take someone else’s word for it; make the search 
for yourself. Pay particular attention to His 
words; take them into your heart and meditate on 
them. 


Jesus, with His wonderful perception, realized 
that there is only one real purpose for man, and 
He stated it in these immortal words: “Ye there- 
fore shall be perfect, as your heavenly Father is 
perfect.” Does this sound like an impossible at- 
tainment? It is not. Jesus knew perfectly well what 
He was talking about. The one purpose of man is 
to bring forth the God perfection that is within 
him. No lesser purpose can bring happiness and 
satisfaction to the human soul. Nothing less than 
this high ideal is worthy of being your purpose in 
life. Study these words of Jesus; pray about them; 
ask God’s teaching Spirit within you to reveal 
their true meaning to you. Every day they will 
become more significant and clear to you; they 
will become a beacon in your mind and heart. 

Now go back to the statement you have been 
working with, the one beginning: “My purpose 
in life is . . .” Complete it in this manner: “My 
purpose in life is to be perfect as my heavenly 
Father is perfect.” Or put it this way: “My pur- 
pose in life is to bring forth the God perfection 
that is within me,” or “My purpose in life is to 
live up to my God potential.” When you have

stated this purpose in the words that mean the 
most to you, use the statement constantly. Re- 
peat it to yourself before you go to sleep at night, 
before you get up in the morning. Say it when 
you are tempted to be irritable, resentful, or un- 
forgiving. Remind yourself of it whenever you 
have a decision to make, a difficult experience to 
meet. Say, “My purpose in life is to be perfect as 
my heavenly Father is perfect, and my decision 
will be made on this basis,” or “I will meet this 
experience in accordance with my divine purpose, 
which is to express God.” You will be amazed at 
the resources of love, faith, and wisdom that your 
purpose will call forth. The power of God is at 
work to undergird and fulfill your purpose. 


Start to evaluate the way you use your time and 
effort in the light of your new-found purpose. Ask 
yourself, “Am I expressing God in this activity 
or interest?” You will find that as you seek to 
“be perfect, as your heavenly Father is perfect,” 
your time will not be wasted, your efforts will be 
productive, and more vital interests and activities 
will open to you. 

Another discovery you will make is that the 
work and the mechanics of living (business ac- 
tivities, social contacts, and the like) will no 
longer be objectives in themselves, but will be- 
come channels through which you can fulfill 
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your real purpose in life. And life itself will be- 
come meaningful, satisfying, and rich beyond 
measure. 

God created you with a great purpose in view— 
to give expression to His own infinite Spirit. Ac- 
cept His purpose as your own, and begin now to 
live gloriously, triumphantly, eternally!
